Claims 1 -29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Bakels et al. Bakels et al teaches a method for operating a cardiac pacemaker 
comprising sensing artrial (111) and ventricle (110) depolarizations, having a artrial 
fibrillation mode (120) and a primary pacing mode (121), wherein the resynchronization 
pacing is delivered in the left ventricle (106). Bakels et al also discloses ventricular 
synchronization pacing and rate-adapting pacing (see column 9, lines 29-37).
